To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Hambledon  Rural 

District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  District  for  the  year  1953. 

The  increase  in  population  this  year  is  a small  one,  being  only 
230,  compared  with  the  720  °f  last  year.  The  number  of  births, 
at  449,  is  34  more  than  in  1952.  The  Birth  Rate  has  risen  pro- 
portionately: 14.25  per  1,000  (after  correction  by  the  Registrar 
General’s  Comparability  Factor),  as  compared  with  15.5  for  the 
country  as  a whole.  It  is,  of  course,  always  lower  in  this  Rural 
District  than  for  the  whole  country. 

There  were  only  three  fewer  deaths  than  in  the  previous  year, 
and  the  actual  Death  Rate  is  therefore  but  very  little  lower.  Due, 
however,  to  a reduction  in  the  Registrar  General’s  Comparability 
Factor,  the  drop  in  the  Corrected  Death  Rate  is  greater;  it  is,  as 
always,  very  much  lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales,  being 
9.10  per  1,000  as  compared  with  11.4  per  1,000  for  the  whole 

country. 

There  were  7 deaths  from  tuberculosis — an  increase  on  the 
the  previous  vear — but  the  number  of  new  cases  notified  seems  to 
show  a more  or  less  steady  decrease  each  year  in  this  District. 

Housing  and  drainage  continue  to  be  the  two  major  problems 
in  the  area.  Both  are,  however,  being  solved  gradually,  and  the 
next  few  years  should  see  the  worst  of  the  difficulties  overcome. 

I am  grateful  for  the  continued  cordial  relations  with  the 
Council  and  the  members  of  the  Council’s  staff,  and  for  much 
friendly  co-operation  and  assistance.  I take  the  opportunity  also 
of  thanking  my  own  staff  for  their  continued  good  work.

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

Pathological  Examinations. 

Public  Health  Laboratory  Service. — The  new  laboratory 
under  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  of  the  Medical  Re- 
search Council  opened  in  Guildford  in  July.  It  is  a new  building 
in  the  grounds  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  and  is  well  equipped  and  in 
every  way  up  to  all  modern  requirements.  Greater  use  has  been 
made  of  it  than  when  it  was  necessary  to  send  specimens  to  Epsom, 
and  the  most  cordial  and  helpful  relationship  has  been  established. 
All  work  formerly  sent  to  the  Royal  Surrey  County  Hospital 
Laboratory  is  now  sent  to  the  new  laboratory,  including  milk 
samples  and  all  other  routine  and  special  investigations.  The 
advice  and  assistance  of  the  Pathologist  have  been  of  the  greatest 
value.

TILLINGBOURNE  VALLEY  PHYSIOTHERAPY  SERVICE. 

This  service  continues  its  valuable  work  in  the  villages  served. 
Demands  have  been  received  for  extension,  but  the  one  van  and 
physiotherapist  is  working  to  the  limit  of  capacity.  Lack  of  funds 
prevents  the  establishment  of  a second  van,  which  would  be  of 
great  use,  especially  in  the  Cranleigh  area.  During  the  year  165 
patients  were  visited,  involving  2,065  treatments,  the  distance 
travelled  being  7,500  miles. 

MORTUARIES. 

The  following  mortuaries  serve  the  District: 

Farnham  ...  (serving  the  parishes  of  Dockenfield,  Elstead, 
Churt,  Thursley,  Witley,  Frensham  and 
Tilford)  to  which  4 bodies  were  removed 
during  the  year.

(owned  by  Cranleigh  and  other  nearby  parishes)  to  which 

this  Council)  8 bodies  from  the  Hambledon  Rural  District 

and  9 from  adjoining  parishes  of  the  Guildford 
Rural  District  were  removed  during  the  year. 

Godaiming  ...  17  bodies  were  removed  to  the  mortuary  during 
1953. 

No  progress  has  been  made  in  improving  the  mortuaries. 
Cranleigh  is  most  unsatisfactory,  especially  for  post-mortems,  and 
Godaiming  mortuary  needs  improvements.  The  suggestion  has 
been  put  forward  that  the  mortuary  at  Milford  Sanatorium  could 
be  made  available  for  public  use.  It  is  quite  separate  from  the 
main  institution,  is  well  built  and  with  modem  equipment  for 
post-mortems.  Subject  to  financial  agreements  it  would  appear  to 
be  the  easiest  way  of  improving  the  present  unsatisfactory  condi- 
tions. 
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BURIAL  OF  THE  DEAD. 


Under  Section  50  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  the 
local  authority  is  responsible  for  securing  the  burial  or  cremation 
of  the  body  of  any  person  who  has  died,  or  has  been  found  dead, 
in  their  area,  where  no  suitable  arrangements  are  made  by  any 
other  person.  During  1953  4 cases  were  so  dealt  with  in  this 
District. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948,  SECTION  47,  AND 
CARE  OF  THE  AGED. 

No  action  was  necessary  under  this  Section  of  the  Act.  Old 
people  are  kept  in  touch  with  by  periodic  visits  of  the  Health  De- 
partment Visiting  Nurse,  and  efforts  are  made  to  find  assistance 
for  them  in  any  way  that  seems  practicable. 


FIRST  AID  SERVICE  AT  FRENSHAM  POND. 

The  British  Red  Cross  Society  once  again  provided  a First 
Aid  Service  at  Frensham  Pond,  the  hut  being  manned  every  week- 
end and  Bank  Holiday  from  Easter  onwards  until  the  end  of  the 
summer. 

The  total  number  of  cases  dealt  with  was  152,  the  majority 
being  cuts  and  abrasions,  mainly  of  the  feet.  The  cases  of  skin 
irritation  which  were  so  numerous  in  two  or  three  previous  years 
did  not  make  their  appearance  during  1953,  two  only  being  re- 
corded. 

The  manning  of  the  hut  was  done  by  the  few  keen  workers 
who  give  their  assistance  every  year,  with  occasional  help  from 
others,  and  as  there  is  considerable  travelling  involved  for  most  of 
them  to  get  to  the  Hut,  much  credit  is  due  to  these  people  for  so 
willingly  carrying  out  the  duties. 

Reference  has  been  made  in  my  Annual  Reports  for  the  last 
year  or  two  to  cases  of  skin  irritation  occurring  after  bathing  in  the 
Pond.  Progress  has  been  made  in  1953  in  diagnosing  this  curious 
phenomenon.  The  absence  of  cases  this  year  prevented  final 
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proof,  but  it  seems  certain  that  the  skin  irritation  is  due  to  pene- 
tration of  the  skin  by  schistosome  cercariae — parasitic  worms. 

This  parasite  has  its  life  cycle  partly  in  an  aquatic  bird, 
possibly  the  coot,  and  partly  in  a fresh-water  snail.  The  eggs  are 
passed  into  the  water  and  on  hatching  enter  the  snail.  At  the 
appropriate  stage  of  development  the  cercariae  are  discharged  into 
the  water  in  vast  numbers,  and  penetrate  through  the  skin  of  the 
water  fowl,  where  the  life  cycle  is  completed  and  full  development 
takes  place.  If  instead  of  a bird  they  happen  to  be  in  the  film  of 
water  left  on  the  skin  of  a bather  as  he  emerges  from  the  water, 
they  penetrate  the  skin  as  the  water  dries  and  produce  the  irritation 
locally.  Further  development  does  not  occur  in  the  human  sub- 
ject, the  parasites  dying  out  during  the  following  few  days. 

With  the  assistance  of  expert  helminthologists  from  the  Lon- 
don School  of  Hygiene  and  Tropical  Medicine,  very  thorough  in- 
vestigations were  made,  many  snails  examined,  and  specimens  of 
water  fowl  obtained  for  examination.  The  parasite  was  not  identi- 
fied in  any  of  the  few  birds  examined,  thus  the  final  proof  is 
lacking. 

Dermatitis  of  this  nature  is  known  in  North  America,  and  has 
been  met  with  in  this  country  at  least  once  before. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  bathing  in  Frensham  Pond  is  for- 
bidden, but  on  fine  sunny  days,  with  the  number  of  people  visiting 
the  pond,  it  is  impossible  to  prevent  it.  Well  over  1,000  people 
have  been  counted  in  the  water  on  more  than  one  sunny  afternoon. 
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WATER  SUPPLIES. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  usual  routine  sampling  has  been  continued,  quarterly 
samples  being  taken  from  greensand  sources  and  monthly  from 
those  with  wells  in  the  chalk  strata.  The  newly  constituted  Guild- 
ford, Godaiming  and  District  Water  Board  has  taken  over 
smoothly  and  without  serious  difficulties.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  supplies  will  eventually  be  co-ordinated  so  that  shortages  in 
any  one  area  will  be  compensated  from  other  sources.  There  are 
shortages  causing  inconvenience  in  the  area  of  the  former  Cran- 
leigh  and  Chiddingfold  Water  Company,  and  extensions  of  supply 
cannot  be  provided. 

Appended  are  tables  summarising  the  water  supplies  to  all 
types  of  property  in  the  District,  and  the  results  of  analyses  from 
all  types  of  supply.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  is  dealt  with  in  the  Report  of 
the  Senior  Sanitaiy  Inspector  on  page  53.  The  small  disposal 
works  at  Council  Housing  Estates  are  visited  from  time  to  time. 
Despite  the  obvious  difficulties  from  fluctuations  in  the  flow  in  such 
small  works,  they  function  satisfactorily  and  give  very  little 
trouble.  A list  of  them  is  given  below:

The  Cranleigh  Sewage  Works  have  now  settled  down  to  satis- 
factory working  after  the  upset  of  the  extensions  and  alterations 
necessitated  by  the  Ewhurst  main  drainage  addition. 

It  appears  to  be  necessary  still  to  limit  very  drastically  the 
amount  of  cesspool  contents  that  can  be  discharged  into  the 
sewers.  This  is  unfortunate,  as  it  becomes  ever  more  and  more 
difficult  to  find  satisfactory  tipping  sites  in  agricultural  or  waste 
land  where  nuisances  are  not  likely  to  result.  The  only  proper 
policy  is  for  all  cesspool  contents  wherever  practicable  to  be  dis- 
posed of  into  the  sewers,  and  sewage  works  of  any  reasonable  size 
ought  to  be  capable  of  treating  the  sewage  satisfactorily.  Pro- 
vided precautions  are  taken  to  ensure  dilution  before  reaching  the 
works  there  should  be  no  difficulty.  This  is  the  only  completely 
satisfactory  way  of  disposing  of  cesspool  contents,  and  ought  to 
be  practised  here  as  it  is  elsewhere. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Chiddingfold  came  into  use 
in  1950,  but  house  connections  have  not  yet  been  completed;  dur- 
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ing  1953,  24  properties  were  connected.  The  plant  works  well, 
and  a satisfactory  effluent  is  being  maintained. 

Hindhead,  Tilford  and  Elstead  Scheme. — Drainage  difficul- 
ties at  Elstead  have  made  it  necessary  to  proceed  with  an  inde- 
pendent scheme  for  this  village.  The  first  phase  will  deal  with  the 
new  Council  housing  estate  and  the  surrounding  area.  The  scheme 
will  be  arranged  to  allow  of  extension  to  embrace  the  whole 
village.

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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,

GENERAL. 

The  greater  number  of  notifications,  698  as  against  392  in  1952, 
is  due  mainly  to  the  bi-annual  measles  epidemic.  The  number  of 
whooping  cough  notifications  has  practically  doubled,  but  in  spite 
of  this  there  is  no  doubt  that  only  a minority  of  sufferers  from  this 
disease  are  notified.  It  is  hoped  that  the  protective  inoculation 
now  offered  to  all  children  in  early  infancy  will  diminish  the  num- 
ber of  cases  of  this  most  distressing  and  debilitating  disease.

MEASLES. 

There  was  the  expected  epidemic  of  measles  in  the  early 
months  of  the  year.  It  was  of  a mild  type  with  few  serious  com- 
plications, and  no  deaths  were  recorded. 

SCARLET  FEVER  AND  H/EMOLYTIC  STREPTOCOCCAL 
INFECTIONS. 

In  January  and  February  isolated  cases  occurred  at  two  resi- 
dential schools.  Several  carriers  were  found  amongst  close  con- 
tacts in  each  case,  but  cleared  up  rapidly  under  treatment  with 
penicillin. 

Similar  occurrences  took  place  in  March  and  July  in  hutted 
camp  communities. 
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SMALLPOX. 

No  contacts  from  abroad  or  other  areas  were  reported  to  us 
during  1953. 

POLIOMYELITIS. 

Four  cases  were  notified  during  the  year — three  in  young 
children  and  one  in  a girl  of  15.  Three  of  the  cases  were  paralytic, 
and  one  affected  the  palate  only.  None  was  seriously  ill.  Three 
of  these  children  lived  in  Elstead  and  all  occurred  during  the 
month  of  August,  but  no  connection  could  be  traced  between  the 
cases.  They  were  all  admitted  to  hospitals. 

OTHER  DISEASES. 

There  was  an  unduly  high  notification  of  deaths  from  respira- 
tory conditions  in  the  beginning  of  the  year.  Of  the  5°  deaths 
registered  as  occurring  within  the  District  between  1st  and  24th 
January,  23  were  due  to  bronchitis  or  broncho-pneumonia,  and  1 
to  asthma.  Twenty-two  of  these  cases  were  males,  the  remaining 
2 females. 

With  the  exception  of  three  cases  (including  an  infant  of  two 
months),  all  were  over  68  years  of  age. 

It  did  not  appear  to  be  directly  the  result  of  influenza,  as  that 
was  mentioned  as  a contributory  cause  in  only  4 cases.  During 
the  same  period  only  4 cases  of  pneumonia  were  officially  notified. 

For  comparison,  during  the  whole  of  1952  thirty-eight  deaths 
were  due  to  influenza,  bronchitis  or  broncho-pneumonia,  9 of  them 
occurring  during  the  month  of  January. 

In  April  there  was  an  outbreak  of  a peculiar  skin  condition 
at  Sayer’s  Croft  Camp  School,  one  of  the  hutted  camps  belonging 
to  the  National  Camps  Corporation  and  leased  by  the  London 
County  Council.  Over  a period  of  14  days  81  boys — all  in  one 
dormitory — were  affected,  and  35  girls — also  in  one  dormitory. 

The  lesion  presented  a small  sub-epidermal  vesicle,  later 
coalescing  into  blebs,  followed  by  thinning  and  then  breaking  of 
the  skin,  the  lesions  soon  drying  up,  leaving  scaly  edges  of  scarious 
skin.  There  was  no  pain  and  apparently  no  irritation.  The  skin 
lesions,  limited  to  the  edges  and  lobes  of  the  ears,  were  associated 
with  a reddening  of  the  throat,  not  involving  the  tonsils  and  with 
some  degree  of  glandular  enlargement.  The  glands  varied  in  size, 
and  were  firm  and  discrete — similar  to  those  found  in  German 
Measles. 

Treatment  was  by  Gentian  Violet  solution,  but  as  the  disease 
continued  to  spread,  the  camp  was  dispersed,  and  the  affected 
dormitories  with  all  bedding  thoroughly  disinfected. 

Some  of  the  boys  were  seen  by  skin  specialists,  one  of  whom 
visited  the  camp  personally.  The  condition  was  considered  to  be 
a virus  infection. 
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DIPHTHERIA. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  record  again,  for  the  fifth  consecutive  year, 
no  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year. 


DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

School  Children. — The  number  of  children  attending  the 
maintained  schools  continues  to  increase.  332  more  children 
attended  these  schools  in  1953  than  in  the  previous  year.  328  more 
children  had  completed  a full  course  of  immunisation  at  the  end 
of  the  year  than  in  1952.  Thirty  school  sessions  were  held  during 
the  year.  In  many  cases  parents  accepted  the  invitation  to  be 
present  during  the  treatment. 

No  child  is  included  amongst  those  counted  as  immunised 
unless  two  primary  injections  have  been  given,  or  he  has  received 
a re-immunising  dose,  within  the  preceding  5 years.  932  treat- 
ments were  given  to  school  children  during  the  year.  The  im- 
munisation state  in  the  schools  is  very  satisfactory.

The  number  immunised  in  1953  was  326,  compared  with  294 
for  1952,  but  the  percentage  works  out  rather  less  since  193  fewer 
children  were  found  to  have  been  immunised  prior  to  1st  January, 
r953,  compared  with  the  previous  year. 


Home  Visiting  Scheme  for  Pre-School  Children. — This 
Scheme  continues,  and  parents  who  were  unable  to  visit  their 
private  doctors  or  the  Welfare  Centres  were  visited  in  their  homes 
by  appointment.  Immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough,  and  vaccination  against  smallpox  are  offered.  129  treat- 
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ments  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  were  given  in  the 
homes  by  Dr.  Pollock  during  1953.  (Home  visits  for  vaccina- 
tion will  be  found  in  the  appropriate  section.)

WHOOPING  COUGH  IMMUNISATION. 

This  scheme  was  launched  in  October,  1952,  and  has  found 
great  favour  amongst  parents.  Whooping  cough  immunisation  is 
commenced  at  the  fourth  month,  or  as  soon  as  possible  afterwards, 
3 injections  at  monthly  intervals  being  required.  It  is  too  early 
yet  to  estimate  to  what  extent  immunisation  is  reducing  the  inci- 
dence of  whooping  cough  in  children  under  twelve  months  of  age. 

Re-immunisation  may  be  carried  out  after  an  interval  of  3 
years  where  this  is  requested. 

In  addition  to  the  treatments  given  in  the  children’s  homes  by 
Dr.  Pollock,  the  following  children  were  treated  by  private  doctors 
and  at  Welfare  Centres  during  1953: —

SMALLPOX  VACCINATION.

TUBERCULOSIS  CARE  COMMITTEE. 


Daring  the  year  1953-54,  3 meetings  of  the  Committee  were 
held,  36  cases  being  considered.  In  7 cases  direct  assistance  was 
given,  involving  an  expenditure  of  £48  12s.  9d. 

The  provision  of  milk  is  arranged  by  the  County  Council 
Almoners.  In  special  cases  the  Care  Committee  is  consulted,  and 
they  may  recommend  a free  supply  of  milk  although  the  patient's 
income  be  outside  the  normal  range  for  free  milk. 

The  Public  Health  Department  Nurse  made  71  visits  to  tuber- 
culosis cases  during  the  year. 

Once  again  the  result  of  the  Christmas  Seals  Sale  and  Annual 
Appeal  exceeded  all  previous  years,  £68  4s.  4d.  being  raised.  It 
has  been  possible  in  several  recent  years  to  make  a contribution 
of  £50  each  to  the  Standing  Conference  of  Surrey  Tuberculosis 
Care  Committees  and  to  the  Children's  Holiday  Scheme  (for  child 
contacts  of  tuberculosis  cases),  and  this  was  done  again  during

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  and  cleansing  of  cesspools  is 
carried  out  by  the  District  Council  in  all  parishes  in  the  district. 

Refuse  Collection. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  is  now  carried  out  fortnightly  in 
all  parishes  in  the  district. 

Six  3-ton  Dennis  refuse  collection  vehicles  are  used  for  this 
work. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  at  the  Local  Authority’s 
tips  in  the  district.  Waste  paper  is  collected  in  trailers  attached 
to  the  refuse  lorries,  and  this  is  sorted  and  baled  at  the  depots. 


Cleansing  of  Pail  Closets. 

The  Council  undertake  the  cleansing  of  pail  closets  in  Alfold, 
Chiddingfold,  Dunsfold,  Elstead,  Hascombe,  Witley  and  non- 
sewered  parts  of  Bramley.  This  work  is  done  by  cesspool  emptiers 
fitted  with  night  soil  equipment. 

Cleansing  of  Cesspools. 

Cesspools  are  emptied  on  application  free  of  charge,  if  re- 
quired, once  in  every  quarter.  Seven  Dennis  (800  gallon)  emptiers 
are  used  for  this  work.  The  sewage  removed  is  disposed  of  by 
means  of  sludge  beds  on  the  sewage  farms  and  on  arable  land  by 
arrangement  with  farmers.
